Reports from Calcutta — Transactions of Service — Cholera, plague, 
and smallpox — Plague in Bengal and India. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, September 12 : 
Week ended September 7. A bill of health was issued to the steam- 
ship Corfe Castle bound for Philadelphia and New York with a total 
crew of 42; and to the steamship Hohenfels bound for Boston and 
New York with a total crew of 63. The usual precautions were taken, 
holds fumigated, rat guards placed on the wharf lines, and la scars' 
effects disinfected. 
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During the week ended August 31, there were 28 deaths from 
cholera, 3 from plague, and 2 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal and India during the week ended August 24, there were 
169 cases and 134 deaths from plague and 5,285 cases and 2,691 deaths 
from plague, respectively.
